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Lowell: Place of Invention 
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By Richard P, Howe Jn 

The Smithsonian Institution is a 
group of museums and research centers 
operated by the United States govern- 
ment The Lemelson Center for the Study 
of Invention & Innovation is part of 
the Smithsonian. Back in 2010, the 
Lemelson Center selected the city of 
Lowell to be one of six places in 
America that will be featured in a new 
exhibit on invention in America, This 
exhibit will open on July 4, 2015 at the 
Smithsonian's National Museum of 
American History in Washington, 
D.C. 

Lo welts contribution to this 
exhibit will be four short videos pro- 
duced jointly by the American Textile 
History Museum and Lowell Teleco- 
mmunications Corporation (LTC) the 
feature invention in LowelL The films 
do not feature individual machines 
that people in Lowell invented. 
Instead, the films show how Lowell 
and its people have invented and re- 


invented themselves many times. 

The first video explains how the 
city of Lowell was created. This is an 
invention because at that time, no one 
knew what a large industrial community 
would look like. The second video is 
about reinvention and the ways in 
which Lowell continuously has rein- 
vented itself throughout its history. 
The third video looked at the creative 
economy and how Lowell's city 
motto, "Art is the Handmaid of 
Human Good" fits perfectly with the 
kind of artistic inventiveness practiced 
at places like Western Avenue Studios 
which was the focus of this film. The 
final video was about the influence of 
Cambodian culture on Lowell and fea- 
tured the Angkor Dance Troupe and 
the Lowell Community Health Center. 

All four of these short films show 
Lowell in a positive way. They will be 
featured in one of the most important 
history museums in the world.

“Settlement services” will cover 
everything from private accommodation 
to language and job training, business 
start-up loans, food, clothes, health 
services and “other” expenses both 
sides agree to later, the guidelines say. 

“Settlement services will be pro- 
vided for 12 months from the date of 
departure from temporary accommo- 
dations of each refugee,” the guide- 
lines say. “Following the first 12 months, 
an assessment will be made on a case-by 
-case basis of any further need for set- 
tlement services.” 

Mr. Kheng could not be reached 
Sunday. Sok Phal, director of the interior 
Ministry’s immigration department, 
declined to comment. 

Denise Coghlan, who heads the 


Jesuit refugee service in Phnom Penh, 
said 12 months of assistance was 
unlikely to be enough for some of the 
new refugees. 

“People who are sick and mentally 
traumatized, those who cannot find 
employment, will need basic assis- 
tance longer. If the refugees are given 
a monthly allowance after the year, 
this should be tapered off over another 
year so refugees can gradually adjust,” 
she said. 

Ms. Coghlan said the deal was 
also ambiguous about where the 
refugees would leam basic Khmer in 
Phnom Penh, because it only mentions 
providing “services” outside of the 
capital, and does not provide specifics 
about moving them out of the city. 

She noted that most of the 60 or 
so refugees currently living in Cambodia 
have settled on the outskirts of the 
capital, and that the new arrivals 
should not have to face any additional 
restrictions on where they can live. 

“Freedom to resettle where they 
like seems the best option,” she said. 

The MoU and guidelines say 
services for the refugees will be 
“commensurate with local community 
standards” and that the resettled indi- 
viduals will be provided with the doc- 
uments they need to find work and 
send their children to school.

would see no more than five refugees 
resettled in the country. 

The documents also do not say 
how much the deal might cost Australia 
in total. 

On Friday, however, Mr. Morrison 
told the Australian broadcasting 
Corporation that Australia would be 
boosting its aid package to Cambodia 
by $40 million over the four- year span 
of the refugee deal. According the 
ABC report, Australian Foreign 
affairs Minister Julie bishop said the 
money “will be directed toward 
enhancing the competitiveness of 
Cambodian rice exports and the country ’s 
capacity to clear land mines.” 

The MoU, however, says some of 
the additional Australian aid coming 
Cambodia’s way will go specifically 
to those communities where the refugees 
eventually settle. 

“The government of Australia 
will provide additional development 
assistance within the agreed bilateral 
development priorities,” it says, 
“including to ensure benefits to local 
communities where refugees are settled.” 

Optimistically, the MoU also says 
that Cambodia and Australia will 


“work closely” with the UNHCR on 
the deal. The U.N. refugee agency has 
criticized the plan and says it has “no 
role” in it. It says the deal is unsustainable 
and that Australia’s palming off of the 
refugees to Cambodia sets a dangerous 
global precedent. 

Other critics of the deal say Australia 
is also breaking its contract with Nauru 
to find “a third safe country” for the 
asylum seekers. 

The Minority rights Group inter- 
national said in a statement Sunday 
that it was “deeply alarmed” by the 
pending transfer of refugees to Cambodia, 
“which has a track record of deporting 
ethnic minorities, including uighurs 
from China and Montegnards from 
Vietnam, back to their home countries,” 
where some of them have been arrested, 
jailed and sentenced to forced labor. 

“Cambodia has repeatedly proven 
that it is not a safe country for ethnic 
minorities fleeing persecution,” Mark 
Lettimer, the London-based group’s 
executive director, said in the statement. 

“The prospect of new asylum 
seekers or refugees being systemati- 
cally resettled there from Australia is 
deeply unsettling.”

On Tuesday, November 4, 2014, 
voters across Massachusetts will go to 
polling places to vote for our new gov- 
ernor, our new state representative, 
and for many other important govern- 
ment offices. There will also be four 
referendum questions on the ballot. Here 
is a summary of each of the questions: 

1. Eliminate Gas Tax Indexing. 
Right now, when you pay for a gallon 
of gasoline, 24 cents goes to the state 
of Massachusetts as a tax. The state 
legislature has voted to allow that 
amount to go up or down in accordance 
with the rate of inflation. People who 
want you to vote YES on this question 
say that taxes should not be raised 
automatically but that the state legislature 
should have to vote to raise taxes. People 
who want you to vote NO say that the 
automatic increase is good because all 
of the money goes to repair roads and 
bridges. If it costs more to make those 
repairs because of inflation, then there 
needs to be more money to pay those 
costs. 

2 , Expand the Beverage Container 
Deposit Law. Now, we pay a 5 cent 
deposit on all containers for soda and 
beer. A YES vote on this question 
would extend the 5 cent deposit to other 


containers like bottled water. People 
who want you to vote YES say this will 
increase the amount of bottles that are 
recycled. People who want you to 
vote NO say that we should promote 
curbside recycling of all containers 
instead of returning them to get our 
deposits back. 

3. Expand Prohibitions on 
Gambling. Several years ago the state 
legislature passed a law to allow several 
gambling casinos to be built in 
Massachusetts. Voting YES on this 
question would reverse that law and 
would prevent any casinos from opening 
in Massachusetts. Voting NO would allow 
the planned casinos to open. 

4 Earned Sick Time for Employees, 
Now, employers are not required to 
give their employees paid sick days. 
If employees are out sick, they must 
go without pay and risk being fired. 
Voting YES on this law would require 
all employers in Massachusetts to give 
workers up to 40 hours per year of 
paid sick time. People who want you 
to vote YES say paid sick time is good 
for workers and for businesses. 
People who want you to vote NO say 
it is too expensive for businesses and 
that it is not needed.
